RBV. MR. CLOUD'S LECTURE — THE 
HOME FUND GROWING STEADILY— 
THE Cm SERVICE COMMISSION- 
REPORTS. 

The popularity of the Home fund 
was evinced on the evening of (he 
14th Inst., when Rev. J. H. Cloud, 
of St,. Louis, occupied the platform 
and spoke for over an hour and a 
half to an audience that completely 
filled Gallaudet Hall, the name 
given to the room occupied by the 
Girls' Literary Society. Mr. Cloud 
handled his subject in a most in- 
teresting manner. It was indeed a 
treat to sit before the gifted aud 
clear sign maker and enjoy a lite- 
rary feast at first hand. The deaf 
pupils, from the youngest to the 
oldest, enjoyed the lecture and let 
the fact be known by frequent and 
hearty applause. The Home Fund 
was made larger by some $8.10. 
At present the treasurer has 
$167.10 on hand, and this after 
only a few weeks' work. 

The Civil Service Commission ap- 
pointed by Governor Donoen, were 
heie on a visit of inspection re- 
cently The following, tsken from 
the Bloominyton Pantograph, will 
explain the views of the board, 
and will be interesting to many : 

On November 1st, the 2,500 employes of 
the State charitable institution!* will pass 
under Tivil Scrviee and their retention in 
otllee, thereafter, will tlepeiul upon their 
ability and kooiI service As it looks now, 
there will be but few changes durinK the 
next two weeks in the force of these institu- 
tions, and after that date there will bono 
removals for political reasons. 

The new Civil Service Commission Is mak- 
ing a tour of the institutions The mem- 
bers are talking with superintendents and 
trustees, learning the faults and good points 
of each institution and becoming acquaint- 
ed with its own needs and requirements. 
From each institution the commissioners 
are getting pointers, suggestions and ideas 
and ar> <s they 

been discussing among thi 

"We have some ideas of what should be 
done and how to do it," said President 
Moulton In Springfield. " ant) we are going 
to ask the superintendents antl trustees if 
these ideas are practical in one place and 
wholly impractical in others. 

" Too much ia made of financial manage- 
ments," continued Mr. Moulton. "It is 
well, of course, that, the finances be well 
managed and the Institutions conducted on 
business principles and on an economical 
bat in all reports from the institu- 
tions which I have been able to read no- 
thing whatever is said about the treatment 
of patients and what is being done for the 
insane. Everything is centered about the 
physical condition of the institution aud its 
plant. We would like to know what is 
being done for the patient. Are the l>est 
methods of treating insane used in Illinois' 
Are we doing all we can to heb> tham f 

determine these questions the com- 
mission may visit other States. I am in- 
clined to believe that salaries should be 
equalised I find many clerical positions 
paying salaries away above what the same 
work command in the cit\. while the 
attendants and nurses, if at all competent, 
are much underpaid. I believe that the 
State should oITer inducements to young 
women to enter the service as attendants 
and nurses Wages and conditions should 
be higher and better. I have found some 
superintendents who agree with me ou this 
point. At present there is no Incentive to ■ 
young woman who wishes to devote herself 
to this work to apply to a State Institution 
The 'institution tramp" also is to be barred. 
The tramp is an employe who loaea bis 
in one institution and goes to the 
ne\t and by false statements siyures a JSoai- 
tion There are many of these. They 
migrate from State to .Hate and from insti- 
tution to institution. A permanent force 
of employes, such as the civil eerviec ought 
to provide, will eradicate this and many 
other evils we have been learning about. 
There are many things we should like to do 
which are entirely beyond our powers 
under the law. but we hope to have some 
influence in bringing about the reforms 
and in establishing the work in these insti- 
tutions on the highest, possible basi

" Owing to an insufficient appro- 
priation made for the maintenance 
of the State pupils by the last 

Legislature, the Pennsylvania In 

stitution for the Deaf and Dumb is 
facing a deficit of $10,000. 

"This institution, which is situat- 
ed at Mount Airy, is one of the 
most, noted Charities in Penn- 
sylvania, and has heretofore been 
liberally supported. Its directors 
met in annual session yesterday, 
and it. was at this meeting that the 
report was given out showing the 
financial problem with which the 
institution is threatened as the 
result of the reduced State ap- 
propriation. 

" The last Legislature allowed 
only $270 a pupil for not more than 
480 pupils, although it had cost the 
institution $285.47 per capita to 
maintain the pupils of the State 
dining the yeai 1008-1904. The 
cost has increased this year to 
$288.40, because of the advance in 
table supplies. 

" At the present time the exact 
deficit is |9,?89.89, although the 
direct ors fear thai the amount will 
be greatly increased before the end 
Of tbe year. The deficiency must 
be made up either by personal sub- 
scriptions or by dipping into the in- 
vested capital of the institution. 

"These directors were elected 
yesterday to serve for three years: 

"Samuel A. Cro/.er, Caleb .1. 
Milne, Charles K. Dana, T. De Witt 
Cuyler, John M. I but man, O. 
Bartman Cubn, William White, 

Jr., It. B. Montgomery and Henry 

L. Kingston. The directors report' 

ed that to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of the Rov. Joseph 
A. Seiss they had during the year 

elected Andrew Alezandei Blair. 

" Outside of the Stale deficiency, 
Hie general report was favorable. 
There are now 510 pupils in the 
institution, tho largest number in 
its history."

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallandet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Churoh for 
Deaf-Mutes. The -present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from tbe 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a faoade 
to the churoh edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallandet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the oharob 
with whioh his name has alway* 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested hh * 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Churoh is used wholly fof 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-fire feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligieus and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes ef New York. Th» 
amount required for " The Gallatr 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purport 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves* 
heartily endorse the memorial.
